ſatety, and' happineſs ot the people 3 and that-every attempt upon their Prince, is but an 
attempt | againtt themſclves : And theretoxe I humbly conceive what ever aftions of this 
nature and kind appear at any time in the great Councils of. the Kingdom, mult needs, be 
moſt fatal and pernicious, and will intime render thoſe excellent Conſtitutions contemp- 
tiblc, and uſclels' alſo, as to thoſe god ends for which they were appointed 3 for we may 
have frequent Parliaments, and for ſome continuance of time alfo, and yet the Nation vever 
the better for thern, it avimotities and diſcontents, and fears and. jealoufics prevail among

It is obſerved by the ſage Xenopbon in the Life of Cyrus, that all the Herds of Beaſts of all 
ſorts are more willing to Is their Paſtors, than men theix Magiſtrates , nay rather, more 
curſt and hurtful are Beaſts to all others, than to-their Rulers 3' and thence concludes, That 
it was more cafie for a,man'to command and -govern all other living Creatures inthe 
World than men. WO 

To which I may add that Government and Peace in the World is the moſt deſirable ble(- 
ſing to all; yet in our times and age, it hath been a buſineſs of very great difficulty to Ma- . 
giltrates and Governors, to maintain it and keep it up, in regard of the Atheiſm, Irreligi- 

. on, Paſſion, and Luſfts of men 3 for as it is mentioned by the Worthy Dean of St. Paul's; 

that Plutarch calls Religion a Foundation,that knits and joynts Societies togetherz-and that 
it is more impoſſible for a Common-wealth, either to be formed, or ſubſiſt without Reli- 
gion, than a City to ſtand without Foundations. And as the Dean of Canterbury aforfaid ob- 
ſerves, The Principles of Irreligion unjoynt the Sinews, and blow up the very Foundations 
of Government 3 this turns all-the ſenſe of Loyalty into Folly. There is little need there- 
fore in our times of ſeditious Pamphlets, to diſturb and exaſperate the vulgar, and to wea- 
ken the hands of our Governors and certainly what-ever is pretended, it is not the Reli- 
gion of God, but the Luſts of men, that give trouble to his Vicegerents in the World. Our 
Proteſtant Religion therefore if it-be Chriſtian, 1 am ſure of it, will make us ſeck Peace 
and purſue it.
